PLANT

AT LISCO

Oshkosh Hetrald:

E. M. Elderd, proprietor of Nebras-
ka's biggest cattle ranch, was down
from the lakes country Wednesday
transacting business at the county
seat. Mr. Eldred we understand has
han an analysis made of the waters
of some of his numerous lukes and
finds that they contain potash in pay-
ing quantities, and is considering pip-
ing the water to Lirco and erecting
a potush  evaporating plant  there,
The potash industry is getting to be n
big thing in the lakes country to the
north of ns, but so far the business
has been confined entirely to the gec-
tion of the country tributary to the
ruilroad, although the
Platte valley would seem (o be the
most natural outlet for the industry,
as the altitude is lower, and, there-
fore, the water would not have to be
pumppd but could be syphoned, to
the evaporating plant, which must, of
course, be located on the railroad. If
the project is carried out Lisco will be
the big town in the county one of
these days unless Oshkosh and Lewel-
len wake up and do likewise. And
why not? There are any number of
potash bearing lakes to the north of
us which could be syphoned down
here and made to pay big dividends.
We hope that Mr, Eldred will gtart
the ball to rolling, [t may wake up
somebody else.
